The 
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Flood Control And Common Sense 


An Editorial. 
(By Edgar Pennington Young) 


There will be neither Security or Prosperity within 
Southeastern Florida until a sensible and practical Flood 
Control program has become a reality. 

There are differences of opinion as to what constitutes 
a practical program. 

The opinion of the layman is of little consequence. 

Flood Control is purely a matter of Engineering. 

‘Engineers are varied and many. 

United States Army Engineers have made a survey 
and have registered their opinion. 

Some say the Army Engineer plan will work. Some say 
it will not. Still others declare positively it will not work. 

All Army Engineers were trained and educated in what 
Engineering they know, at West Point. The course they 
took in Engineering was supplemented to their other 
studies which were numerous. It was a sideline. 

And this is just why the entire program of the Army 
Engineers is not accepted by many which includes some 
able Engineers. n 

Engineers, as a rule, have received their Degrees by 
confininz their studies to the single branch of Engineer- 
ing they have chosen as their life’s work. 

Congress has Billions of American money to dump in 
the European Ash Can, but when it comes to appropriat-. 
ing a few million for American Fiood relief, they suddenly 
become more Holier-than-Thou than the Pharisees and bel- 
low about Economy. i 

For three months I have sought the naked Truth about 
Flood Control.I have talked with Laymen, prominent Busi- 
ness Executives, and. Engineers in various sections of 
Southeastern Florida. 

Some lave swallowed hook, line and sinker, the Army 
Engineers recommendations. Others, including Engineers, 
who have no axes to grind, seriously doubt if the Plan will 
work. 

One wel! known Business Executive said to me: “Let 
them appropriate the $208,000;000. If we don't get it they 
will squander it on Europe, and we may as well have the 
benefit of the Prosperity such an appropriation will 
create.” 

The sensible procedure would be to check the. Army 
Engineers Plan with Engineers whose experience has been 
confined to Flood problems, and who liave lived in the 
Everglades and know the Glades. , 

Another Executive whose opinions dre valuable, and who 
employs Engineers, made the following statement: 

“Control the Lake and you will solve the entire problem: 

. Widen and deepen existing Canals and build one or two 
more. The cost would be trifling as compared with the 
vast program recommended. Flooding thousands of 
acres would be entirely unnecessary under this simple 
procedure.“ . ; :

Proposed Starch 
Plant, Clewiston 


To Be Reconverted ** 


The abandoned starch factory of 


the U. S. Sugar corp., at Clewis- |. 


ton is slated for a new type of 
operation soon when the first com- 
mercial ramie processing plant in 
the country will be set up there, 
according to reports confirmed 
today by James Dempsey, chair- 
man of the ramie committee of the 
Palm Beach County Resources De- 
velopment board. 

Dempsey is also manager of 
the ramie plantations of the New- 
port Industries in the Everglades 
section of Palm Beach county. He 
is also director of the ramie plant 
of this large agricultural’ syndi- 
cate, which has been set up at 
Canal Point. An order for $250,- 
000 in ramie machinery has al- 
ready been put through for the 
plant at Clewiston. 

The principal difference be- 
tween the proposed operations at 
Clewiston. and those which have 
been carried on at Belle Glade 
and Canal Point for the several 
years that- ramie has loomed as 
an important, product of this 
region, is the fact that the Clew- 
iston industry will definitely be 
placed on a production basis for 
turning out ramie fibre in vol- 
ume for the textile trade on a 
commercial basis, whereas -here- 
tofore, processing of ramie has 
been on an experimental basis. 

However, the Newport Indus- 
tries have been sending much of 
its ramie product to Europe, | 
where additional. processing to 
turn it into textile. material. has 
been. carried ort. 

European’. factories 


are far 
processing ramie, and textile in- 
terests there have been able to 
take the product from Newport 
Industries for. refining opera- 
tions. $; 

The Clewiston plant will meet 
this European industrial com- 
petion by degumming and spin- 
ning- ramie into textile material 
and place this area in a position 
to fill the vast market for the 
material.
